FrecnuMionry IB England. 


Qaeen Victoria received the Grand 


Lodge of the Freemasons, under the 
Presidency of the Grand Master, His 
Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, at 
Buckingham Palace, in state, on May 
Oth, when an address was offered con- 
gratulating Her Majesty on her escape 
from assassination by a lunatic at Wind- 
sor recently. Thia occasion afforded the 
Court Circular an opportunity of paying 
the Order the following interesting tri- 
bute: 


"The freemasons of England, Scot- 


land and Ireltni are distinctly non-po- 
litical; no discussion of controversial 
matters in religion or polities is per- 
mitted either at the meeting of a lodge 
or at the subsequent banquet. 
In 


France and Italy there can be no doubt 
that Masonry bus been led away from 
ita original aims and objects and. used 
•for the purpose of forwarding plots and 
plans. In the British dominions this 
has never b«en the case, nor even in 
Ireland has there even been an attempt 
made to turn the friendship which 
should exist among Masons to other and 
t>ai«r purposes. In Germany, Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark, in the same way 
as here, no political significance is at- 
tached to the gatherings of Freemasons 


"The progress which the fraternity 


made in England since the commence 
ment of the present century is truly as- 
tounding, la or about the year 1860 
there were between fifty and aiity lodges 
which acknowledged the jurisdiction ol 
the Grand Matter of England, and the] 
numbered at most some fifteen hundred 
•brethren. At the present time there are 
under the rule of His Royal Highness 
the Prince el Wales, Grand Master o 
England, no less than 2,000 lodges 
which in all number about 130,000 to 
140,000 members. Besides these then 
are the Grand Lodges of Scotland ant 
Ireland, which, though closely akin to 
that of England, yet have separate rul 
ers. They have also enormously in 
creased in numbers and power since th 
commencement of the nineteenth cen 
tury."

Christian F. Schaler, an eccentr 


'German traveler, died recently in the 
Callan Park Asylum, at Sydney, Aus- 
tralia. Notwithstanding a weak consti- 
tion and the malformation of his spine, 
he always had a strong desire for travel- 
ing. His ambition was to visit every 
country, civilized and uncivilized, and 
he traveled through France, Spain, 
Italy, Turkey, the Holy Land, China, 
Japan, America, New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia. The largest portions of his jour- 
neys were performed on foot, and he 
boasted that he had walked nearly 150,- 
000 miles. From eminent personages 
he collected a large number of auto- 
graphs, which he used to be extremely 
proud of, and took them with him 
wherever he went. Traveling without 
money, he relied for assistance upon 
charitable persons he met on his way.

Nevada has always baeu able to contrib- 
ute something for every appeal that 
came from abroad, and now that there 
is an especially deserving case at home 
it should receive our aid to the exclusion 
of outside charities. 


LAND LAWS. 


We are constantly in receipt of letters 


of inquiry concerning the laws govern- 
ing agricultural and mineral locations. 
In brief the essential laws are as fol- 
lows: 


PBE-EMPTION. 


A citizen of the United States, or one 


who has declared his intention to be- 
come such, and is over twenty-one 
years old (man or woman), may secure 
a tract of 160 acres of land by pre-emp- 
tion, and have one year in which to make 
payment. To effect this he must settle 
.upon the land, and within thirty days 
thereafter file a statement at the local 
Land Office that he intends to purchase 
it, paying a fee of two dollars. 
Before 


the year expires he must prove his occu- 
pation and improvement of the land, and 
pay therefor $2 50 per acre if within 
railroad limits, or $1 25 per acre if out- 
side such limits, or six miles from the 
railroad. If the land has not been of- 
fered at public sale he' has three months 
in which to file his pre-emption state- 
meat, and two and a half years in which 
to make final proof and payment. 


HOMESTEAD. 


Any person, man or woman, who is or 


has declared his intention to become a 
citizen, may obtain a homestead of 160 
acres of any Government land by filing 
at the local Land Office an application 
describing the land, and an affidavit af- 
firming that he is or intends to > become 
a citizen, and wants the land far his own 
residence and that of his family. He 
must then pay a fee and commission 
amounting to §18. 
After five years'res- 


idence on the land and reasonable im- 
provement tho¥eef, or within two years 
thereafter, he must prove such residence 
and improvement to the local Land Of- 
ficers, aud pay a further commission of 
$4 and charges for drawing up papers, 
say $2 25 when he will obtain a com- 
plete title.

Any person who is entitled to pre- 


empt or homestead land, may acquire 
160 acres under the timber culture law. 
In this case he proceeds just as in tak- 
ing a homestead, the costs being about 
$14. 
Within one year after making the 


claim he must plow five acres, cultivate 
it the second year and plant it in trees 
(not less than 2,700 to the acre) the 
third year. The second year he must 
plow another five acres, cultivate it the 
third year, and plant it in trees the 
fourth year—2,700 to the acre. Eight 
years after filing application, upon prov- 
ing that there art, at least 675 thrifty 
trees on each acre on ten acres of the 
tract, he becomes entitled to the laud on 
payment of a further sum of $1 and 
charges for drawing papers. 


Forty, eighty aud 120 acres of laud 


may be required under any of these pro- 
cesses, but tbe*cost of taking less than 
160 acre claims is not correspondingly 
less, and hence the maximum quantity 
is usually taken. In all cases, in the 
event of the death of the claimant be- 
fore, the title to the land is perfected, 
his heirs may consummate it 


MINING CLAIMb. 


All valuable mineral deposits belong- 


ing to the United States, both surveyed 
and nnsnrveyed, are hereby declared to 
be free and open to exploration aud 
purchase, and the lands in which they 
are found to occupation and purchase, 
by citizens of the United States and 
those who have declared their intention 
to become such, under regulations pre- 
scribed by law, and according to the 
local customs and rules of miners in the 
several raining districts, so far as the 
same are applicable and not incon- 
sistent with the laws of the United 
States.

The citizens of Surprise Valley are 


still protesting against the cutting off of 
he daily mail from Beno to Fort Bid- 
well. The following is a copy of a peti- 
tion which has been circulated in Eftgle- 
villo, Lake City, Cedarville and Fort 
Bidwell, and signed by nearly every 
lerson who receives mail matter in 
-hose places. The document is aforci- 
>le presentation of the merits of the 
case: 


We the undersigned citizens of Sur- 


prise Valley, California, leam with deep 
concern of the decision of the Post 
Office Department, to deprive us of oar 
ueient mail facilities, and to subati- 
ute therefore a service which is entirely 
nadeqnate to the wants of an impor- 
tant and growing region. 


We are confident that the Depart- 


ment has not been correctly informed 
as to the number of people to be snp- 
>lied, the commercial importance of oar 
'alley, or the nature of the service which 
t proposes to give us after July next. 
iVe therefore, beg leave, respectfully, 
to briefly set forth a few facts. 


Surprise Valley contains two-thirds of 


he taxable property of Modoc county, 
and is separated from the other parts of 
the county by the Warner Bange of 
mountains and has very little business 
with other parts of the county. But its 
surplus produce is sold at Beno and 
Virginia, hence the importance of rapid 
communication with those points. The 
route by which the mail is now carried 
is the only one which will furnish us 
with regular mail facilities it being open 
at all seasons of the year for travel while 
the route by Bedding crosses|two snowy 
ranges of mountains, and in Winter is 
rendered impassable for weeks and even 
months at times. A daily service is the 
least that should be furnished us. The 
service proposed six times per week via 
Bedding and Alturas is so slow as prac- 
ticallyjto leave us but the weekly service 
from Beno to Cedarville; with the delay 
going to Sacramento, delay at Bedding, 
delay at Altnras, and again at Cedar- 
ville, it will take a letter to go around 
from Beno to the town in Surprise Val- 
ley and viue vesa iu return a week or 
more. 


The merchants of the few towns of the 


valley have business also in San Fran- 
cisco, which business must inevitably 
be greatly injured ii their San Francisco 
correspondence must be carried on by 
the Bedding and Altnras route; office 
hours are over in San Francisco in time 
for letters to leave each day on overland
